Anarchy [see also 'Sovereignty', 'Statism’, ‘Consciousness’, Mind control’]: from Greek ‘an’ = 
without + ‘Archon' = ruler [note: it doesn't mean without rules; just without ruler, which equals 
freedom, rather than chaos as mostly presumed). The common misrepresentation / 
misunderstanding can serve as an example of mind control [in this case: ‘endless repetition’] 
Anger [see also ‘Sacred masculine'] : an emotion that can be channeled productively into positive 
change 

Apophatic : describing something in negative terms; in terms of what it's not. Example: by 
describing what someone's right are not [such as harming others], the remainder he's free to do 
Aqal : abbreviation used by Wilber’s for describing all aspects of a holon [all quadrants, all levels, 
lines, states, and types] 

Asleep [see also ‘Hypnosis’, ‘Awake’, ‘Denial’] : our current default modus when engaging 
essentials 

Astroturfing: when the tail wags the dog 


Awake : knowing that the concept of [formal] authority is inherently illegitimate, since based in 
coercion & violence. With it comes responsibility to truth, which is an even greater responsibility 
that uplifting other nodes of consciousness

Belief [see also ‘Control’, ‘Cowardice’, ‘Discovery’, ‘Natural law’, ‘Exoteric'] : not knowing reality 
Borderline [see also ‘Hypnosis’, 'Denial’] : DSM 5 label for psychological dysfunctionality, also 
applicable to contemporary Western society 

Blame [see also ‘Culpability’, ‘Moral culpability’, Responsibility] : attribution of dysfunction that 
obstructs other nodes of consciousness’ path of unfolding 

Blanket statement [see also ‘Relativism’, ‘Truth’, ‘Obfuscation'] : speaking after knowing 

Bliss [see also ‘Enlightenment'’] : one of the ways the Universe helps nodes of consciousness that 
follow Natural law [rather than being something to pursue; this is an ego driven 
involution-enhancing coping out] 

Brain hemisphere imbalance [see also ‘Control’, ‘New age’, ‘Solipsism’, ‘Scientism’, ‘Order giver, 
order follower’, ‘Psychopathy’, ‘Sociopathy’, ‘Mind control’, ‘Truth’] : right brain imbalance brings 
dominance of Limbic brain system, which makes that emotions take over, which brings naivité 
and slave / order follower style thinking. Left brain imbalance brings dominance of the Reptilian 
brain ['R-complex'], which makes that selfishness and base desires take over, which brings a 
personality based in domination and control. For those interested in controlling large groups, 
addressing/steering this imbalance is essential.
